House leaders said they expec ted 
the bill to come to a final vote late 
today after completion of debate.

A lobby of mayors and governors,

(UPD — Tropical storm Agnes doused 
much of the northeastern United States today with up to a 
foot of rain that sent several thousand persons fleeing their 
lomes ahead of flash floods. 
At least eight persons drowned and four others were 
missing. Six of the deaths were in Virginia, which 
experienced some of its worst flooding in 50 years. 
The huge rainstorm that struck Florida Monday as the 
season’s first hurricane has claimed at least 24 lives in a 
sweep through Cuba and up the Eastern Seaboard 
Agnes' center at 3 a m was on Maryland's Eastern shore 
just south of Salisbury and heading on a north-northeast­ 
ward course that would take it over Nt*w \ ork City late this

SANTA BARBARA (UPD - A tale of two American 
students who fell in love with German girls behind the 
Berlin wall and spent 22 months in prison came to a story 
book happy ending today. 
Jack Strickland and Brigitte Heider were to exchange 
m arriage vows on the sunny lawn of a Santa Barbara park 
in late afternoon 
Lyle Jenkins and Elisabeth Neumann were m arried last 
Feb 28 at a chapel in Cambridge, Mass., where Jenkins is a 
graduate student at the M assachussetts Institute of 
Technology. 
The wedding later today was the climax of a three-year 
drama which saw Brigitte, daughter of a high official in the 
East German secret service, escape to west Berlin only to 
have the three other young lovers arrested by the 
Communists. 
The story goes back to early 1969 when Strickland was 
studying Geology in West Berlin. He struck up a friendship 
with Jenkins, of Norfolk, Va., who was taking a graduate 
course in languages at the East Berlin Academy of 
Sciences. 
Jenkins had met and fallen in love with Elisabeth who 
was a nurse at Charite Hospital in East Berlin.

Unions can make 
political contributions 


WASHINGTON (U P I ) -T h e Supreme Court ruled, 6 to 2, 
today that unions may legally make political contributions 
if they come from voluntary donations. 
The decision reversed the conviction of two deceased 
officers of a St. Louis union local who were convicted of 
conspiring to violate federal election law by contributing to 
the campaigns of several candidates. 
Despite the broad language of a section of the law 
pertaining to unions, the Court said it “does not prohibit a 
labor organization from making, through the medium of a 
political fund organized by it, contributions or expenditures 
in connection with federal elections, so long as the monies 
expended are in some sense volunteered by those asked to 
contribute." 
Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr dissented, declaring the 
opinion “ opens the way for major participation in politics 
by the largest aggregations of economic power, the great 
unions and corporations. "

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Study shows auto purchasing 
better than lease for county 


BY DICK PRAUL 
County Reporter 
An in-depth study of possible leasing of the county car 
fleet as compared with a franchise agreement plan and the 
existing system of buying cars on bid shows that the leasing 
system has a “ short term 
advantage with the other 
systems preferable over a long period 
The evaluation and report was compiled today by County 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd, at the request of the Board 
of Supervisors. 
County Supervisor Charles F. (atterlin, of Santa 
Barbara, had requested such a study in the interests of 
determining if a change could save the county a substantial 
sum of money. 
Floyd said he made his evaluation on the basis of 363 
county cars, excluding only police and fire vehicles and 
certain other heavy equipment in the refuse and road 
departments. 
The report has been handed over to the Board of 
Supervisors 
It is the first such evaluation ever to be made concerning 
the efficiency of the big countv car fleet 


Under the current system cars are purchased by lot by 
low bid After 85.000 miles or five years service, they are 
sold at auction, and good prices have been received for 
them, as they are kept in good condition. This program 
remains constant every fiscal year, said Floyd 
Under the franchise agreement subject to bid. the 
procedure would be constant for the first five years, then 
the pool cost (and mileage rate) would rise slightly on the 
sixth fiscal year and would be constant from then on. Floyd 
found 
The lease plan, he found would result in a substantial 
cash savings for the next two fiscal years. From then on. 
this plan would always result in higher pool costs compared 
with the other alternatives he found. 
The franchise plan, according to the auditor, seems to 
offer the most attractive course for further action 
compared with the other two alternatives Selection of an 
exclusive franchise can be taken only upon a firm 
contractual commitment on the part of both parties, he 
showed, and only if county counsel agrees such a pact does 
not violate any statutes or laws

Pillsbury says that if some­ 
thing isn’t done to reverse 
the trend, the agricultural 
output of the Tulare Basin 
could be “ seriously dimin­ 
ished” in 3U to 40 years, and 
the entire state’s economics 
could suffer as a result.

Foreign fishing boats rule 
new England waves 


GLOUCESTER, M a s s - 
(NEAi- Fishing has been a 
w ay of life tor the Tom Aiel­ 
lo family since “ Oh. hell, 
way back to Sicily." Sons 
have taken over from fa­ 
thers and then had sons of 
their own to take over for 
them 
But now the inherit­ 
ance is ending Tom Aiello 
says he won’t leave his boat 
to ’ his sons: "Let them be 
teachers o r 'mechanics, or I 
don’t know — anything but 
fishermen 
Why? 
There are no more fish. 
The industry is dying. 1 can 
bareh 
m a k e ends meet. 
Some of the old timers sav 
it’ll all be over in three to 
live years " 
Aiello’s gloom is perhaps 
e x a g g e r a t e d . But, then 
again perhaps not.

Last year the take 
was a "worthless" 27 mil­

The reason for it all. say 
lorn Aiello and most other 
tishermen in Maine. Massa­ 
chusetts and Rhode Island, 
is because ot the "goddamn 
Russians.” Or. more specifi­ 
cally, the intrusion of Rus­ 
sian. Japanese. German and 
other foreign fishing boats 
in the northwest 
Atlantic. 
The boats, about 1.000 in all, 
are

more aggressive than ships 
in the U S fleet. "And.” says 
Aiello, "they come in here 
with electronic gear, very

everything that swims.”

Bangladesh: tough getting used to revolution 
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DACCA. B a n g l a d e s h 
(N EAi 
Prime M i n i s t e i 
Sheikh M u i i b u r Rahman 
stepped out on his balcony 
the other day to acknowledge 
the shouts of several hundred 
schoolgirls who had come to 
pay their respects 
'Bangabundhu! 
Isn't he handsome 
"Jo i Bangla! 
The sheikh was enormously 
pleased He smiled Waved 
And p o i n t e d to individual 
twitterers. Then he ordered 
every car in the street com­ 
mandeered to take the girls 
back to their classes in style 
The incident, a nice piece 
of cake for the children, is a 
small peek at a reason for 
Mujib’s enormous popularity 
in this new nation. It is also 
a glimpse at a reason tor 
multiplying 
internal 
prob­ 
lems. Not e v e r y motorist 
pressed into service that day 
appreciated the sheikh s gen­ 
erosity. “ But, but . . .’’ sput­ 
tered one angry taxi driver 
, he can’t do this. This 
is my car, not his.” 
The cab driver, like many 
people in Bangladesh, is hav­ 
ing a hard time getting used 
to the ways of the revolution.

"We are all

Bangladesh is broke 
Much of the nation’s indus­ 
try, devastated by the nine- 
month war with Pakistan, is 
still not operating. Farming 
has been so hard hit that 
present grain reserves, less 
than a month’s supply for 
the population, are at an all 
time low 
Export trade has 
disappeared 
Tom Hagen, an official of 
the U N relief o p e r a t i o n 
here, says Bangladesh can’t 
protit a dime this year, and 


must have at least $1 billion 
m international help to even 
make ends meet And w hat 
ever financial gifts are forth­ 
coming will not go to pay 
postal clerks, but feed the 
majority of the 75 million 
population that is undernour­ 
ished, repair the more than 
:'iki destroyed bridges and 
s h e l t e r ilie more than 10 


million people whose homes 
were wiped out during the 
combat 
Yet though the nation's 
plight is well known to the 
man on the street here, some 
citizens are still more willing 
to make an individual rather 
than a united effort towards 
rehabilitation "1 came from 
India in 1947 with nothing," 
says a fabric store owner. 
"1 built myself up then and 
1 can do it again But I don’t 
know it I can work with gov­ 
ernment meddling and fixed 
prices 1 like the free market. 
S o c i a l i s m 
well. I don’t 
know." 
Many others don’t know 
either. Store owners in some 
major towns have been al­ 
most routinely r o b be d by 
"socialists" who claim they 
are redistributing the wealth. 
Bus drivers are hailed down 


by nonpay mg passengers w ho 
say the free ride is a lorm 
oi revolutionary humanity 
Hotel employes have refused 
to degrade themselves by 
making room beds A woman 
in Dacca was recently set 
upon by zealous students be 
cause s li e w as w a l k i n g 
empty-handed while her ser 
vant was carrying baskets 
"The whole thing is getting 
out of control." says a Ben 
gab employe of the U.S. gov­

Saigon has all the charm 
of a clenched fist. Some of 
the streets are wide, but 
they have to be to accommo­ 
date one million maniacs on 
motorbikes. 
Pedestrianisni 
is a hazardous occupation 
here. People drive on both 
the pavement and the side­ 
walk. The only safe place 
for walkers is the five-inch 
curbing 
and 
it’s 
usually 
staked 
off 
by 
concertina 
wire. 
Personally, 
I 
never 
walk in Saigon. The best 
way to get around is to float 
over the boulevards on the 
smell. 
As for the trees, the shops 
and the taxi rides, yoicks! 
The trees in many areas are 
dying from pollution; 
the 
only reason some of them 
survive is because they serve 
as privies for the friendly 
people. The shops sell expen­ 
sive gold, alarm clocks that 
don’t work, brassieres for 29- 
inch busts, and American 
items stolen from the PX. 
Taxi riding is by way of very 
nearly gutted prewar Ren­ 
ault thimbles driven by ban­ 
dits, pickpockets and pimps. 


Saigon, of course, is a 
more or less singular cala­ 
mity in Vietnam. The other 


major 
cities 
are 
m o r e 
wretched than bad. But for 
tourists, or anybody, want­ 
ing to, as they say, "get the 
feel of the country", the grip 
is quick 
in coming—often 
around the neck. 
Tr a v e l accommodations 
predate the Crusades. Some 
decent airplanes are avail­ 
able, but tickets often must 
be bought on the black mar­ 
ket, and as the lady who 
sells them says: "Plane go, 
you go. Plane no go, you no 
go" And sometimes when 
vou do go, you wish you 
hadn’t. 1 recall a trip a 
couple of years ago where 
the craft had engine trouble; 
while we were still at 25,000 
feet every passenger rushed 
for the exit, including the 
stewardess and. I swear, one 
of the pilots. 
There are railroads, cer­ 
tainly. The one from Hue to 
Da Nang is called by the lo­ 


cals: "The train that doesn’t 
go.” It looks like the one 
Lincoln 
campaigned 
in. 
I 
got on it recently, waited an 
hour, then was told to get 
off. "Fin i.” the conductor 
said. Which, presumably — 
one is never informed — 
meant the tires had gone 
flat. 
The only steady transpor­ 
tation here, actually, are the 
buses. They do run. They 
run over road mines and 
thev run into rivers. When 


1 couldn’t get the train from 
Hue, I took a bus. Only I 
couldn’t sit down because 
the seats were filled with 
chickens and pigs. I stood in 
the aisle a w h i l e , t he n 
c l i m b e d out on the hack 
bumper and, h a n g i n g on. 
s p e n t the next 50 miles 
counting my beads. 
But even when one does 
get to his destination here, 
the battle isn’t over. What 
hotels there are, are equip­ 
ped with fly-swatters, rusty 
water and roomboys who re­ 
move ticks with lighted cig­ 
arettes. The food is fairly 
reasonable, considering the 
trimmings: cockroach wings 
in the eggs, ants in the but­ 
ter (if there is any butter), 
and, in one personal case, a 
fisheye in the tomato soup 
Finally, there are the friend­ 
ly people—oh man, beware 
the friendly people. 
In all fairness, I suppose. 
Vietnam might vet be a tour­ 
ist attraction one day There 
is some charm here 
The 
peasants are genuinely af­ 
fable, some of the beaches 
are okay, a few of the an­ 
cient relics are nice 
But 
right now, and for a while 
to come. God no 
I write this while listening 
to a ticking sound this early 
a.m. Tick. tick. tick. It is the 
lizard on my nightstand, a 
gecko.

Program where counties 
furnish day care services to 
AFDC mothers 
In California there are 
about 22,000 children in 330 
centers. Kids range in age 
from three to 15 years 
There are programs in 84 
different school districts in 
the state 
Costs per child per day 
range from a high in Los 
Angeles County of $1 25 to a 
low in San Luis Obispo 
County of 55 cents. 
As a result of the review, 
findings fell in four major 
categories: eligibility for 
federal 
funding, 
determination 
of 
fees 
charged 
to 
parents,

SAN FKANC’ISCO (Ill’ll 
No man is an island, but in 
one respect Chub Feeney comes close 
lie is the only person among all those I spoke with who 
claims that classic old rivalry between the Giants and 
Dodgers hasn’t lost a thing lie says it’s as intense as it ever 
was back in those days when the clubs operated in New 
York and Brooklyn 
In those days, Feeney was the Giants’ vice president and 
first assistant to his uncle, Horace Stoneham 
These days he’s president of the National League and 
league presidents have always made public statements in 
support of their clubs since time immemorial but Feeney 
insists that isn’t so in this case 
While every body else agrees the rivalry between the 
Giants and the Dodgers is like the old gray mare, not 
anything what it used to be, Feeney goes the other way. 
“ 1 don’t think anything ever happened to that rivalry I ’d 
have to say it’s within 2 per cent as strong as it has ever 
been ”, he insists. 
“ That feeling is still there, among the fans and the 
players,” says Feeney. “ You still have that tension when 
the two clubs get together I mean it I think people in the 
East are away from it so they get the idea the rivalry has 
diminished, but actually it hasn’t ” 
Chub Feeney, feeling the way he does, amounts to 
something like a minority of one 
The Giants-Dodgers’ rivalry, one which sometimes 
reached epic proportions in both Ebbets Field and the Polo 
Grounds, certainly doesn’t come equipped with all the 
steam, all the fire,'it had before the clubs moved out to 
California 14 years ago 
For those who like to sit there and soak themselves in 
nostalgia, the Giants and Dodgers played the first major 
league game ever on the West Coast here in old Seals 
Stadium, which is a parking lot now, and Ruben Gomez shut 
out the Dodgers, 8-0, in April of 1958 
Dick O’Connor of the Palo Alto Times, who covered that 
ball game that day, says the predominant feeling among 
the 22,000 fans in the stands that day wasn’t so much that 
they were sitting in on any great rivalry as it was that they 
still couldn't believe major league baseball had really come 
to the coast. 
Those 22,000 fans in Seals Stadium represented capacity 
To give you some idea of what has happened to the 
rivalry, 
only 
10,098 
showed 
up 
in 
45,000-capacity 
Candlestick Park for the last game played between the 
Giants and Dodgers here three weeks ago. 
Among those who have had an opportunity to watch the 
rivalry dimmish first hand is Willie Mays, who played with 
the Giants both here and in New York. With the Mets now, 
he can be more objective about the whole thing and he says 
the fans made the rivalry what it was, not the players. 
“ The Giants fans in New York and Dodger fans in 
Brooklyn sort of grew up with the players,” Willie points 
out. 
“ You can’t compare them with the fans in San Francisco 
and in Los Angeles in that sense 
“ With those old Giants and Dodger fans, it was blood, and 
there was no in between at all. As a player you could even 
sense it when you were out there on the field. Those fans 
weren’t kidding either. I remember one game in which I hit 
two homers to beat the Dodgers in Brooklyn. It was a night 
game and when I came out to get my car in the parking lot, 
it had four flat tires. I wasn’t gonna stand around there 
asking any questions. I just caught a ride home with a 
friend.” 


Mays can t ever remember anything amusing about those 
old Giants-Dodgers games no matter how hard he tries. 
“ There was nothing funny about those games, not to me, 
anyway,” he says. “ Of course I knew all their guys, Jackie, 
Campy, Newk, but every time Newcombe pitched he d 
knock me down. Then I’d run into him on Seventh Avenue 
someplace after the game and we’d have a soda together 
Walter O’Malley, the Dodgers’ board chairman, thinks 
the rivalry between his club and the Giants still is “ active 
although he concedes “ we re in a little bit of a valley right 
now.” 
“ You have to remember. ” he says, “ ours has always 
been a keen organizational rivalry. When we were in 
Brooklyn, they were in New York; when we had a club in 
Fort Worth, they had one in Dallas; when we had one in St. 
Paul, they had one in Minneapolis. I feel the team going 
into Oakland the A s diluted our rivalry somewhat but I 
think that possibly may be solved some day. I can 
remember when the Penn-Cornell football game was a big 
thing. It isn’t so much any more. Times change, I guess. 


Another factor, points out Jim Cone, a baseball fan and a 
waiter at one of the local restaurants, is the great number 
of opportunities apart from going out to a ball game 
available to people in this city. 
“ Here in San Francisco, we have all manner of water 
sports to compete with baseball, 
says Cone. “ I ’m a golf 
addict, and we have 50 golf courses within a day ’s drive so 
you can pretty much figure out for yourself where I go on 
my day off I’m still a Giant fan though I lived in New York 
years ago and rooted for them then 1 can remember many 
times in the ’30’s when I had occasion to wait until next 
year " 
Of all the observations on the old Dodgers-Giants 
rivalry, Willie Mays inevitably comes up with the best one 
“ I think,” he says, “ we re just talking about memories

Disposal site 


It appears that the County of Santa 
Barbara will soon have a unique waste 
disposal facility to handle environmentally 
hazardous materials. 
The 
County 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
approved a conditional use application toi 
such a site on an 840 acre parcel of 
property two miles northwest of Casmalia 
in a rather remote area. 


Some opposition was voiced to such a 
facility by ranchers in the area claiming 
that the hazardous material may seep into 
the 
ground 
water 
supply. 
However, 
Kenneth R. Jones, executive officer of the 
California Regional Water Quality Control 
Board, described the facility as a “ sealed 
operation.” 


The County has long needed such a 
facility in this day of environmental 
consciousness. Prior to this time, such 
environmentally 
hazardous 
materials 
from agricultural, petroleum and even 
hospital operations have been illegally 
dumped 
in 
other neighboring county 
facilities set aside for such purposes, or, 
worse yet, 
in existing county refuse 
disposal dumps where such materials 
certainly 
can 
endanger 
fresh 
water 
supplies. 
A detailed development plan will be 
required from the waste disposal facility 
operator before a final clearance is 
approved. The project will be continually 
monitored by the Regional Water Quality 
Control Board.

Meandering with Jackson 
Medical history 


I had occasion the other day to 
stop up at the hospital and visit with 
the son of Betty and Ray McCuen 
He was there to have his adenoids 
and tonsils removed. The night 
before the surgery, young Ray was 
as chipper as could be. When I saw 
him the next evening he had slowed 
down somewhat, a condition which 
proved to be only temporary. 
Another 
mutual 
acquaintance ot the 
McCuens and the 
Jacksons happens to 
be Flo Smith, who 
comes 
from 
just 
about one of the 
smallest towns in 
Utah. 
About 
the 
only town smaller 
than 
Hinckley 
is 
Oasis, 
where 
my 
father was reared, 
or Deseret, where I 
spent considerable 
time each summer 
of my childhood. 
The towns are only a few miles 
apart from each other, but even if 
they were thrown together, the 
combined community wouldn’t rival 
Nipomo. 
Anyway, Flo and I got to talking 
about 
having 
tonsils 
out, 
and 


wondered how we survived the 
ordeal when we were involved 
You see, neither of us had the 
modern 
conveniences 
for 
this 
surgical procedure. It wasn’t that 
hospital facilities weren’t available 
in our day, it was just that our 
parents chose not to use them. 
In my case it was a matter of pure 
economics. My father’s cousin, Dr. 
Jackson — that’s all we ever called 
him — determined that at least four 
of the five children should have their 
tonsils out. At the same time, yet 
Even in those days, the cost of 
sending four kids to the hospital at 
the same time was prohibitive. So it 
was decided the operation would 
take place at home. 
Dr. Jackson and another physician 
whose 
name 
I 
can 
no 
longer 
remember, set aside one day of 
their schedules and dropped by the 
house. The kitchen was turned into a 
surgical theater and the kitchen 
table became the operating table. 
As I recall, mother and dad acted as 
the holder-downers, and four of us 


kids took the parts of the victims. 
In Flo’s case, there was, 
in 
addition to the economics problem, 
a problem of logistics. 
Down in that section of Millard 
County, Utah, there has always been 
a shortage of doctors. The money is 
up in Salt Lake City, Ogden, and 
Provo, and that is where most of the 
doctors live. Also, the medical 
facilities are much better in the 
cities than in small towns like Delta, 
the largest town in western Millard 
County. In places like Hinckley, no 
medical facilities exist. 
So the communities involved — 
D eseret, 
O asis, 
H inckley, 
Sutherland, and so on — made 
arrangements for some doctors to 
come down from Salt Lake. They 
turned the old Hinckley High School 
building into a temporary hospital, 
and all the kids in town were taken 
care of at the same time, whether 
they needed their tonsils out or not. 
Who knows, they reasoned, when 
another chance like this would 
come.
